HEALTH  .'SERVICES 


(l)  Information  concerning  the  statutory  and  voluntary  Health  and  Welfare

Officer.  Further  details  may  be  obtained  from  the  Divisional  Medical  Office 
David  Street,  Northwich.  Telephone  number  -  Northwich  4251. 


(2)  HOSPITAL  FACILITIES 


The  Middlewich  Urban.  District- lies  within  the  area  of  the  Manchester 
Regional  Hospital  Board  whose  offices  are  at  Cheetwood  Road,  Manchester.  8. 
Telephone  number  -  Deansgate  7271. 


(3)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

t Specimens  and  samples  taken  by  the  Health  Department  are  submitted  for 
examination  to  the  Chester  Public  Health  Laboratory. 


(4)  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  ambulance  service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  is  under 
radio  control  from  central  control  at  County  Hall,  Chester.  All  999  calls 
made  by  members  of  the  public  are  immediately  connected  to  this  central  oontrol. 
The  arrangement  for  non-urgent  calls  is  that  the  patient  or  general  practitioner 
should  ring  the  Northwich  Depot  -  Telephone  number  s  Northwich  3355. 


SECTION  III 
NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS.  1948  -  1951 


Section  47 

Under  this  Section  when  persons  (a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic 
disease  or,  being  aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapacited,  are  living  in 
insanitary  conditions,  and  (b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are 
not  receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention,  the  local 
authority  may  apply  to  a  Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  Order  to 
remove  the  person  to  a  suitable  place. 

With  regard  to  the  expeditious  procedure  as  laid  down  in  the  National 
Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  any  duly 
qualified  person  acting  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  authorised  by 
the  Council  to  make  the  requisite  application  to  a  Justice  of  the  Peace* 


Section  50 

Under  this  Section  the  District  Council  has  the  duty  to  arrange  for 
the  burial  of  any  person  who  has  died  in  their  area,  if  no  suitable 
arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  the  body  are  being  made. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  either  of  these  Sections 
during  the  year.

SECTION  V 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


(1)  WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  is  provided  by  the  Mid  &  South  East  Cheshire  Water 
Board  whose  offices  are  at  Weaverham  Grange,  Hartford,  near  Northwich. 

The  water  supplied  to  the  district  was  satisfactory  in  quantity  and 
does  not  have  a  plumb o-solvent  action.  During  the  year  4  samples  were 
taken  by  the  Water  Board  and  9  by  our  own  Health  Department.  All  were 
bacteriologically  satisfactory. 

Ihere  are  no  dwellinghouses  in  the  district  supplied  by  means  of 
standpipes. 

(2)  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Following  approval  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  to 
the  Council's  scheme  for  the  provision  of  new  sewage  works  and  the  renewal 
of  sewers  where  necessary,  tenders  were  invited  for  Phase  1  of  the  scheme. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  a  contract  was  placed  with  the  intention  that  the 
work  would  commence  in  June,  1968.  All  the  necessary  lands  and  way leaves 
had  been  obtained. 


(3)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

There  are  still  6  pail  closets  in  the  district  and  since  they  are 
considerable  distances  from  the  sewers  they  cannot  be  converted  to  a  water 
carriage  system  until  the  new  sewerage  scheme  is  carried  out*

(5)  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

A  weekly  collection  of  refuse  prevailed  for  the  whole  of  the  year.  The

ouse  has  a  proper  bin  which  can  be  easily  brought  out  and  emptied*  An  bins 

are  collected  from  the  premises  for  emptying  and  returned  afterwards. 

f.refUT  13  by  tw0  Karrier  dual  tipper  vehicles,  the  last  one  to 
be  purchased  has  also  a  compression  plate. 

An  adequate  quantity  of  soil  was  available  for  cover  on  the  Council's 
tip  at  Croxton  where  free  tipping  is  also  provided  for  builder*s  debris  and 

“  r3f^se:.  In  addjtion  the  Council  collects,  free  of  charge,  all  surplus 
and  obsolete  items  of  furniture. 

Salvage  is  kept  separate  and  in  the  year  a  total  of  almost  124  tons  of 
paj>er  was  baled  and  sold.  Income  for  the  year  was  £953  2s.  9d.  of  which 

10^>  was  shared  amongst  the  workmen. 


(6)  STREET  CLEANSING 

The  Surveyor  reports  that  the  Johnston  Suction  Sweeper  continues  to 
give  good  service,  the  sweeping  of  all  streets  being  on  a  rota  system. 

(7)  PETROLEUM  STORAGE 

...  .^ty-three  licences  were  issued  for  the  bulk  storage  of  petroleum. 
All  installations  were  inspected  during  the  year.

Provision  of  New  Houses 

17  private  houses  were  completed  daring  the  year,  10  of  the  owners 
came  from  outside  the  area.  The  Council  erected  8  x  two  bedroomed 
houses  in  Alexandra  Road  on  the  site  from  which  5  temporary  pre-fabs  had 
been  demolished.  A  contract  was  ‘let1  for  the  erection  of  15  x  two  bed- 
roomed  Kencast'  bungalows  on  the  sites  of'  15  temporary  bungalows  which 
had  been  demolished.  At  the  end  of  the  year  11  of  such  bungalows  had 
been  completed.  4  of  these  bungalows  were  specially  adapted  for  the  use 


¥ork.  commenced  in  October,  1967  on  a  Flatlet  Scheme  of  20  x  one 
person  units  and  8  x  two  person  units  together  with  a  communal  section 
with  a  Warden  in  attendance,  on  a  site  in  Queens  Drive.  These  Flats 
are  for  persons  over  65  years  of  age  or  over  55  years  of  age  with  some 
serious  physical  disability.  The  scheme  wae  expected  to  be  completed  in 
September,  1968. 


Housing  in  General 

There  is  no  known  overcrowding  in  the  district.  The  average  number 
of  persons  per  dwelling  is  2.98  which  is  similar  to  last  year.  The  rate 
of  building  is  likely  to  be  reduced  until  the  new  sewage  .scheme  is  com¬ 
pleted,  after  which  it  is  anticipated  that  there  will  be  a  considerable 
growth  of  the  district.

During  the  year  the  Council  made  loans  on  27  dwellings  under  the  Housing 
(Financial  Provision)  Act,  1958*  These  loans  amounted  in  total  to  £40,055. 
Eight  standard  and  three  discretionaiy  grants  were  made  amounting  in  total  to 
£2,118* 


Slum  Clearance 


During  the  year  numbers  19,  21  and  23  Lower  Street  were  condemned  and 
demolished.  The  Council  re-housed  6  families  in  Brooks  Lane  from  houses  which 
were  sub-standard  and  these  properties  were  demolished  in  readiness  for  the 
making  of  a  new  road.  Two  further  families  were  re-housed  from  properties  in 
Wych-house  Lane,  on  which  Demolition  Orders  had  been  served  and  arrangements 
were  in  hand  for  the  demolition  of  the  four  houses  concerned.  Three  families 
were  re-housed  from  Booth  Lane  on  which  the  Council  had  accepted  •Undertakings' 
to  demolish  when  the  whole  block  had  been  vacated.  The  houses  were  sub-standard 
and  subject  to  periodic  flooding. 

The  Council  accepted  responsibility  for  the  re-housing  of  some  45  families 
from  houses  reaching  from  Chester  Road,  through  Lawrence  Avenue,  Webbs  Lane, 

Pepper  Street,  Lower  Street  and  Kinderton  Street  to  the  junction  with  King  Street, 
where  houses  are  to  be  demolished  in  order  that  an  inner  by-pass  and  road  widening 
can  take  place  to  make  ultimately  a  shopping  precinct  free  of  traffic.  The 
majority  of  these  houses  are  old  and  lacking  in  amenities.  On  the  completion  of 
this  scheme  there  will  only  be  very  few  houses  to  be  dealt  with  under  the  slum 
clearance.  Four  families  from  these  properties  were  re-housed. 


House  Letting 

The  Council  has  a  'Points'  scheme  for  the  selection  of  tenants  for.  Council 
Houses.  During  the  year  6  families  on  the  waiting  list  were  re-housed.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  there  was  a  waiting  list  of  91  local  persons  of  whom  18  were  al¬ 
ready  tenants  of  Council  houses,  16  were  lodging  in  Council  houses,  42  were  tenants 
of  private  houses  and  15  were  lodging  in  private  houses. 


Problem  Families 


The  number  of  problem  families  in  the  district  is  extremely  small  and  the 
Council's  Officials  continued  to  co-operate  with  the  appropriate  authorities.

The  above  few  complaints  received  in  the  whole  year  denotes  the  greatly  in¬ 
creased  standard  of  housing  which  prevails  in  the  district  since  the  slum  clear¬ 
ance  programme  and  the  awarding  of  improvement  grants.

Destruction  of  Rats  and  Mice 

All  Business  Premises,  Farms  and  most  dwellings  were  inspected  at 
least  once  and  treatment  given  as  required.  Treatments  at  Business 
Premises  are  charged  for,  but  private  dwellings  are  treated  free  of  cost. 

A  test  baiting  of  15$  of  all  sewer  manholes  was  made  in  conjunction 
with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  in  no  case  was  there  any  "take". 

Very  few  complaints  of  rodent  infestation  were  received  during  the 

year. 


The  Council's  rodent  operator  left  for  other  employment  in  July  and 
it  was  not  possible  to  fill  the  post  for  several  weeks.  Unfortunately 
the  person  appointed  left  the  Council's  employment  before  he  had  complet¬ 
ed  his  training.  Efforts  were  being  made  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  get  a 
re— placement.  During  this  period  all  complaints  of  infestations  were 
treated  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 


Smoke  Abatement 

The  Alkali  Inspectorate  have,  since  1958,  been  responsible  for  control 
over  smoke  and  grit  emissions  from  furnaces  used  in  the  production  of  salt 
by  the  open  pan  method" .  More  of  the  open  pans  were  closed  during  the 
year  and  there  are  now  only  a  few  in  operation. 

During  the  year  the  works  of  Messrs.  Murgatroyds  in  Brooks  lane,  which 
operated  the  open  pan  system  of  salt  production  closed  down  and  at  the  end 
of  the  year  all  the  buildings  were  being  demolished. 


Industry 

The  British  Salt  Ltd.,  a  consortium  of  Cerebos  Foods  Ltd,,  and  the 
Staveley  Iron  and  Coal  Co.  Ltd.,  commenced  development  of  their  new  salt 
making  complex  and  the  whole  of  the  new  factoiy  is  to  be  in  production 
within  2  years. 

Messrs.  Pochins  Ltd.,  of  King  Street  acquired  the  factory  site  recently 
occupied  by  the  Imperial  Chemical  Industries  Company  and  were  preparing  it 
for  a  plant  maintenance  depot. 

A  new  sanitary  block  was  provided  at  Messrs.  Ready  Mix  Company  factory 
during  the  year.

These 
premises  are  well  maintained  in  accordance  with  the  Construction  and  Hygiene 
Regulations.  Veterinary  Inspectors  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  made  a 
number  of  visits  and  were  satisfied  with  conditions  there.  Under  the  Meat 
Regulations  all  meat  passed  for  human  consumption  must  carry  the  Council's 
stamp. 

109  visits  of  inspection  were  made  in  the  year  and  Inspectors  of  the 
Winsford  Urban  District  Council  deputised  for  2  weeks  during  the  holidays 
of  the  Middlewich  Public  Health  Inspector.  This  co-operation  and  help  is 
greatly  appreciated.

Condemned  meat  at  the  Slaughterhouse  is  stained  green  and  then  sold  for  animal 
feeding  stuffs  via  an  approved  agent.  Condemned  foods  at  shops  are  collected  and 
buried  at  the  refuse  tip.
